|)laintitr read tlic article upon wliicli ac- 
tion wa.s ba.seil, and c.vplaiiKMi that a 
libel consisted in anytliing written 
w hich was ciilculalcd to cast Bluune or 
l idiculo upon :i person. Ho contended 
that a newspaper was not published for 
ilio Ijonclit 111 tlici piililic, but to put 
money iuiu tlic iiorkds of the proprie- 
tors. 'I'lic piiblii- apiaeciatod the valuo 
of the nowspapur aa u niudiinu of news, 
and for the diaouaslou of public events, 
but it liail no right to toucli upon (juts- 
tions of a private natuta...

Imperialists, 
Royalista, Uepuhlicans and oven ConV 
mnniHt ) hoaj/itidily, and they did not 
close their doors to lioulangef. lint 
they gave him to nnileiHliiiid that they 
would have lieen jiiat as well pleased if 
ho had remained in Belgium, or taken 
refuge in some other country. Tin 
London Times says : "It would bo af- 
fectation to say that ptditically speak- 
ing he is altogetlier a welcome giieat in 
Kiighmd. EngliKhinen at any rate have 
no quarrel with tho jirescnt government 
of Fniuco, nnd no inclination to espouse 
General Boulanger's quarrels. But he 
is entitled like any one else, be he 
Prince or Pretender, Bovoroign or sub.

Tho auti- Jesuit agitation is boiugkept 
iqi in Ontario and Quebels, for what 
purpose it is difficult t<j say. It is not 
to bo expected that the (Jovernor-Gon- 
eral will act in opposition to both tho 
advieu of his miniatera autl tho will of 
Parliament. It seenia to ua that men 
who have an intelligent regard for Brit- 
ish liberty would not wish him to pur- 
ine a course so glaringly and so danger- 
ously unconstitutional. They muat see 
that if one Governor-tieiieral can be pre- 
vailed upon to diaregard the advice of 
hia eonatitiitionul udvisera and wet I'ar- 
liamont at detiance now to please them, 
another ( iovernor-Geueral might, at 
some future period, consider himself 
justified in using his prerogative in a 
way that would be most projuilicial to 
tho intereata, and even to tho libertii's 
of tho people in opposition to the advice 
of his ministots and the well uudorstootl 
wisliea of tho people as expressed by 
their repreaoiitatives in Parliameiit, It 
is far better to bear for a time even a 
great evil than rashly break thi-oiigh all 
reatrauita which tho otmstitution has 
placed in the way of the exercise of ab- 
solute jynver by tlie s<ivefei^;ii. Wlviu 
once Parliament haa expressed its v/ill, 
no man who has the respect ho ought to 
havo for the Ih itish constitiition, ahonid 
urge ujMjn the Govenior-General to 
act iu opposition to its decision. 

Lord Stanley knows his duty too w ell 
to li.slen to reqiieata, no matter fioiii 
whom they coino, that reiiiiire hiin to do 
what Parliament forbids.

opposition to the will of the iiihjority ot 
the people, which it is not likely to do 
very often, the per.ple have their rem- 
edy. They can when the time for elec- 
tion comes round reject tho men whnno 
action haa displeased them. The peo- 
ple can then express tlieir wiidies in the 
way prescribed by the constitution. It 
by what amounts to a plebiscite the ac- 
tion of Parliament can be nuiuncd by 
the uiiJerferehce of tho Sovereign, then 
vvc live no longer under tho British 
Coiiatitntion, which providea idike 
aguinat tho hasty and ciiprieimis action 
on the part of tho people and tlie iirl.i- 
trary exercise of power by the Sovereign. 

And after all,- suppose, the .Governor- 
General were to'couscntto lict'os a dic- 
tator and to disallow the Jesuits' Kstatc 
Act, would that put an end to the agi- 
tation ■; Would the iiiajoi ity in Quoljce 
quietly aci|iue.scc in thi.s niicjii-ititiitionul 
exercise of tho prerogative? They cm- 
tainly would not. They would feel tlmt 
they had been unfairly used and they 
would insist upon what they regard as 
their provincial rights with greater on- 
tluiHiiiain and greater unanimity tlian 
over. Petitions would be sent lo tlic 
Imperial tioveniniciil dcniaiKliii;,' t)iu 
( iovernor-( ieiioral'a recall ai^d the ,les- 
uita' Katiito Act wouhl be ro-enaeted by 
the Quebec Legislature ..by : an ox er- 
wholming majority. The agitation in 
Parlianurnt and ill the country would lie 
.■enewed, and it ia not ditiicnlt to foie- 
secf that the rcsnlt would bn citlioi- tlio 
allowance cd the law oi- the di.ir iipt ion ol 
tlie Coiifederatitni. 'I'liis i* no taiicy 
picture, but the inevitable result uf the 
<lisallnwance of the act which had hreii 
passed by the (Quebec Legislatiire, wlioiu' 
allowance wan udvisuil liy the .Ministry 
and the ( luvei iiinciit'H deci.sion aliiiosl, 
uiiaiiinionsly a|jproved by I'arliunieni, 
There are few outaide of (jnebec who 
believe that the Jesuits' Kstute Act was 
a wise piece of legislation. There are 
fewer still who approve of tho form in 
which the law was moulded: but as the 
Act was within the competence i^f tlic 
Quebec Legislature it is Ijctter to allou 
the people of tlu.t province! lo settle 
their own aflairs than to intci'fere in 
them with tho certiiinty of creating i c- 
ligiouH strife, which would ('xtend fai 
hoyond the bounds of the ])iovince of 
Quobeo. The only way in which peace 
and good feeling can be inaintiiiiu'd in 
thu Dominion is for each province lo 
attend diligently to its own aflairs and 
strictly to refrain from hitorferuig 
in the aflairs of its neighbors. No 
province would for a moment brixjk tho 
interference of any other province in 
mattoia that arc admitted to be within 
the provincial jurisdiction. In this 
niiiLter it is to be expected that the 
people of Quebec are like tho people of 
the other provinces. Aa a matter of 
fiii't thify lire more jealous of provincial 
rights and inm-e zwilous upliolilera of the 
provincial autonomy than are tlie inhab- 
itants of any other of tho provinces, and 
consequently it is easy to see that thoy 
would resent more tiorcoly and more 
determinotlly any invasion of what thoy 
consider their provincial rights. 

What the Anti-Jesuits expect to gain 
by continuing tho agitation paswia our 
comprehouBioii. Thoy cannot expect to 
pxevail u|>ou the Govenior-Oenojal to 



disallow the Estates Act. Thoy bAWhot, 
if they wish it, drive the Jesuits out of 
the country, for we live in a land in 
whioh rnliginufi freedom ia a.s.nued to 
all. Nothing is to be gained that wo 
can see except bitter and exasperating 
strife and discord. 

There are some who fear, or atl'ect to 
fear, injury lo the country from the in- 
trigues of ,Te.anita. JIavo those people 
thought the matter over coolly. What 
harm can tho Jesuit Order do them even 
if it is inclined to deprive them of any- 
thing that they prize* If they calmly 
reflect they will see that the Jesuits 
cannot take from them or anyone else 
anything that they are uidisposed to 
give. He is a faint-hearted ProtesUmt 
and a faithless British subject who is 
not perfectly confident that his civil aud 
Ilia religious liberties are safe, no matter 
what the Jesuits or any other religious 
denomination may say or do.

THE CHINESE MURDER. 

Capture of the Aasasslu Lait Kvening— 
Hn Ccnfrsses Hla Qiillt and Details 
the Clrculnstauceii of the Ctlnie. 

Yesterday ufternoon Chow Ah Yueng, 
the murderer of You K.um, tho young 
Chinese woman who was aasassiimtea 
on l'"iBguard street last iSuuday ovouiiig, 
was capturod at the Ainericoii Hotel 
and on being taken to the lock-up ho 
fi'eoly con'fessed'his guilt, and detailed 
tbe circumstances of tho murder. 

Since the murder, ui> to yeatef^y 'af- 
ternoon, not the slightest tra£e 'could 
be obtahied of tho assassin. The police 
took every precaution to prevent him 
leaving the city, and it is (loubtlesa ow- 
ing to the prompt measures taken iu 
this direction that the murderer was 
unable to get away. However, by some 
means yet unknown ho managed to re- 
main in concealment until yc.aterday af- 
teiMiMMi, when forced by hunger, ho 
made his a|ipearane'j at the Anierican 
Hotel. As he had been employed at tlie 
hotel for some time past, it is supposed 
he made hi.s a))pearaiicc there yesterday 
for the purpose of securing enough food 
to allay the pangs of hunger before re- 
turning to hill place of concealment. • 

.Shortly after o o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, .Mr. W'm. Hiirncs, son of Mr. 
T. J. lJurnes, proprietor of the .■Vnicri- 
can Hotel, hud occasion to go to the 
coal bin, and cowering in the coriior of 
tho coal biii,llio picture of abject terror, 
was the missing Chow Ah Viioug. 
When ho saw Mr. liiirnea, he stepped 
forth from tl:e bin and asked for some- 
thing to eat, saying he was starving. 
Ho evidently w.i.a very weak from 
hunger, and quietly followed Mr. 
Burne.s to tho hotel kitclien, where he 
threw liiinsolf ilowii, being apparently 
too weak to stand. IJeing acijuainted 
with the circuinstauccs of the murder, 
.Mr. Burnos knew that tho niiaerable 
wretch before him was tho one suspect- 
ed of the crime, aud for whom the police 
were searching. Leaving Chow Ah 
Vueug in the kitchen, he hastened to 
give the alarm, and at the door met 
Officer Thomas, whp was on his way to 
Wharf street. The officer accompanied 
Mr. Burnes back to tho kitchen, aud at 
once took the Chinaman into custody. 
Upon being taken to the police barracks 
tho prisoner acknowledged his guilt. 
.Several blood stains wore found upon his 
clothes, and ho volunteereil to relate 
the circumatancoa of tho crime, .U- 
thoiigli ho speaks Knglisli fairly well, 
,Supt, .Sheppard deuiiied it bosi to get 
two interpreters to iiiforiii liiin of tho 
charge upon which lie was arrested, and 
to administer tho asital caution tliat 
anything he might ,say would bo used 
in evidence against him. Tho pri.iouer, 
however, was seemingly reckless as to 
con3e<piences, reinai king to .Supt. .Shep- 
pard; ".Mo no cire. .Siioae you hang 
me, all light." To the interpreter he 
then stilted that lie had killed his vic- 
tim alone and unassistud. He had 
lived iie.xt door to iho house occupied 
by the miinlcred girl, and was freijueiit- 
ly amioyi'd by hearing her soliciting 
passers-by. On tlio night of the mur- 
der he was unu.sually ungty with You 
Kuiu, und hearing her again and again 
solicit people who passed, his rage 
becaiiio .so great that .seizing a 
large butcher knife be resolved 
to end the matter at once and for ever. 
Rushing dow n stairs he saw theuuhapijy 
girl sealed at her w indow, looking out. 
.Standing with his face towards Douglas 
.street anil his back to Goveniment 
street, he scdzed the girl by the hair of 
the head with his left hand, and ipiiok 
iis thought slashed her across the neck 
with the huge knife which he held in 
his right hand. Once, twice, thrice, he 
sawed the knife acto.^s his victim's neck, 
ii.a llu, av, fill" lie: ,1 v.a.j ili^nc. llaiitily 
tossing the gory weapon away, the as- 
■i.isain turned und Ued, luid before the 
alarm wah raised he had gained a pLice 
of hiding. 

Thu marks of blood on the assassin's 
clothes bear out his story of the crime. 
The hand which hehl the girl's head i.s 
marked witli the victim's blood, which 
ilso sjinrteil over his shirt sleeve. The 
.■.locking on his .-ighl leg is also blond 
■([lotled, and there are also blood spots 
on his hat and on other parts of his 
clothing, A search was made for the 
knife, but it has evidently been picked 
up, as the police have been imable to 
lind it. 

Last evening, .Supt. Sheppard hud the 
murderer moved into a cell where he 
will lie directly under the surveillance 
of the gaoler, so that liny attempt at 
suicide may be fru.^trated. The prisoner 
will have a preliiniiiary In^ariug before 
I he police magistrate t bis inoriiilig.
